RAINES LAW EXPERIMENT. 


(SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN.] 

New York, June 2, 1897. 

It is now a year since the Raines 
Law for regulation of the liquor traffic 
has been in operation. Opportunity 
for a thorough trial of this radical ex- 
periment in legislation has been offered 
during this period and the deficiencies 


rent. Two important objects have 

en attained since the law was put 
into practice. The total number of 
liquor saloons has been very heavily 
decreased, and the total license reve- 
nues immensely augmented. 

The Raines‘ Law was eaten by a 
Republican Legislature, its author 
ing Joho Raines, Republican Senator 
from Canandaigua. It applies to towns 
and cities throughout the state. From 
its uning, the law has met with 
the bitterest opposition from certain 
quarters. The loudest denunciations 
have come from this city, but there 
has also been a strong dissatisfaction 
from the saloon keepers, brewers and 
remnants of the Prohibition Party io 
all the larger cities. Saloon keepers 
complain that the enormously high li- 
cense and the Sunday closing enforce- 
ments have taken almost all thier prof- 
its away and compelled many to close 
their doors. he brewers contend 
that their retail trade has thus been 
seriously impaired. The Prohibition- 
ists claim that avy law which does not 

rohibit the sale of liquor altogether 
however materially it may reduce the 
liquor tratlic, is evil on the face of it. 
They are sagt sens disgruntled over 
the largely increased receipts to the 
State Oberg’ resulting from the un- 
usually high license. 

It is.the severest excise law in the 
history of the city; The moment the 
law was instituted, evasions of its 
spirit and sometimes its letter were 
skillfully tanned. There was little or 
no room for evading the license fees 
but the Sunday closing clause offere 
an easy loophole. nder the law, 
hotels, restaurants and clubs were the 
only places where liquor might be sold 
on Sunday, and at these places it could 
only be sold with meals. No hotel 
was licensed till it had at least, ten 
rooms. Immediately saloon keepers 
all over the city engaged carpenters to 
partition off ten small rooms on the 
floor above the saloon and the place 
was declared a hotel. A sandwich was 
declared a meal and for months a live- 
ly Sunday business was enjoyed upon 
these technical excuses. e Raines 
Law had abolished the “ free lunch ” 
but nearly all-the saloons added a cafe 
and in this respect profited by the law. 
The greatest evil connected with the 
fake hotels was their immediate and 

revalent use for immoral purposes. 
The police were powerless to check 
this evil, and saloons ali over the city 
and especially in Brooklyn under the 
guise of “hotels”? became little better 
than brothels. Senator Raines who 
from the first has taken the liveliest 

oasible interest in the practical work- 
logs of thedaw, began at once to study 
remedies for these abuses and deficien- 
cies, as soon as they became apparent. 
The problem was not an easy one. 
that was 
likely to arise must be anticipated and 
th warted, and at the same time reason- 
able privileges provided for the legit- 
imate hotela. Amendments to the 
law, resultiug from long research and 
deliberation, were passed and signed 
by Gov. Black a month ago. The 
rigid requirements for a lega: hotel in- 
corporated in these amendments, at 
once did away with the majority of the 
mushroom hotels, Licenses became 
void, and it looked for a moment as if 
the violaters of the spirit of the law 
had been driven to cover. The evad- 
ers at once set their wits to work, how- 
ever, and the former ‘hotels’? speedily 
became ‘clubs’! Deplorable as is 
this continual effort to evade the Jaws 
of the state, there is a strong humor- 
ous side to the new institution called 
the “Raines Law Club.” The Ply- 
mouth Social Club” affords an example 
representative of many others. It was 
instituted by the proprietor of the 
Broadway garden, (which is not a gar- 
den in any of the senses of the word) 
one of the most notorious resorts, in 
the tk Previous to the Raines Law 
the Broadway Garden was nothing 
more than a saloon and cafe frequented 
by the dizziest habitues of the Tender- 
loin, When the Raines Law went 
into force, rooms were secured on the 
floor above and the place became a 
**hotel’s The recent amendments 
disqualified this claim and it was forth- 
with made the Plymouth Social Club, 
Plymouth being thought a name ap- 
propriate to the farce.

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WESTERN HORSES, 


low Eastern Cultivators Value Them For 
Farm Work, 

Rural New Yorker has been investi- |; 
gating the subject of western horses on 
eastern farms in the endeavor to ascer- 
tain if the horses are the equals of sim- 
jlar breeding raised on eastern farms. 
A number of representative farmers in 
the east have sent in their experiences 
with green western horses for farm 
work. Professor I. P. Roberts is led to 
believe that horses bred on the soft 
prairies of the west which have rela- 
tivefy a superabundance of miteogenous 
compounds and a relative lack of bone 
making material in the soil, are not so 
firm in bone or 80 hardy as are the 
horses raised in the east, where the soil 
contains relatively less nitrogen and 
more mineral matter. He believes that 
the success of the horse breeders about 
Lexington, Ky., is due very largely to 
the fact that the land there carries very 
large quantities of mineral matter, es- 
pecially phosphoric acid. 

Edward Hoyt, Connecticut, writes: 
“Western horses are usually very fat 
and soft when we buy them. This fat 
js made on corn and without work. 
When we put them to our hard work, 
they run down. They will not eat cut 
feed and oats, but have to learn. It 
takes about a year to acclimate and get 
a good oat made muscle on them. They 
are worth more for work the second 
year than the first.’ 

I. 8. Woodward, New York, writes. 
“Without an exception I have found 
them very fat and soft and unable tc 
stand hard work or heavy drawing for 
the first year—some of them much lon 
ger. I certainly do not consider a west 
ern raised horse equal to one raised in 
New York, and if buying a team, anu 
Icould get a home raised pair in every 
way equal in size and build to the west 
ern horses, I should take them at $16 
or $20 higher price every time.’’ 

E. ©. Chapman, New York, think: 
the western horse is equal to the east- 
ern bred horse after it has lived here 
long enough to lose the corn flesh ano 
get ‘‘oat muscle.’? He would treat » 
team of western horses as he would » 
big, overgrown, fat 4-year-old colt in 
the fall, fresh from pasture, Give them 
slow, steady, light work, muscle mak. 
ing food and good care, using them fo 
extra until they are really able to du 
heavy work. Then the moat of them are 
good enough for any one- 

The opinion was expressed that west- 
ern horses are more liable to colds thar 
are eastern horses! Gates & Sons, New 
York, advised buying them early ix 
winter: “Keep them blanketed, feed 
them on a ration made up of corn, oats 
and peas ground together. When broughi 
east in the early spring, they are liable 
to take cold when taken from the stabk 
and are unable to stand heavy work the 
first season.’ 

} Green Cowpens. 

A, W. Slaymaker of Delaware thinks 
it would be a mistake to plow cowpeas 
under while green, and might lead tc 
the loss of the entire crop. Farmers 
here call it souring the land and wel. 
know the bad results. He states the 
matter thus in The Rural New Yorker. 

“The rotting of so much green mat 
ter in the soil is produced by a fungu 
which becomes so plentiful as to attack 
the roots of plants or even trees set out 
the following spring. This may not 
happen in every case, but there is n¢ 
doubt, as I can testify, that there is 
danger.’’ 

T would drill the peas not over 21¢ 
feet apart. Two or three cultivations 
will add greatly to the growth of the 
pea vines and at the same time discour- 
age the weeds, an important matter un- 
der the circumstances, Better use some 
fertilizer to help make all the growth 
possible. Phosphoric acid and potash 
are the important elements in this case. 
The land will undoubtedly be improved, 
even if the crop of peas be gathered as 
Proposed, but I should prefer to savé 
the land the extra drain incident to th 
maturing of such a large crop of seed 
by planting the Olay pea late enough t 
gtow a good large crop of vines without 
maturing many peas before frost. The

THE SAN JOSE SCALE. 


It Spreads Slowly, but Surely—How ta 

Combat This Pest. 
Scale insects are all injurious, but are 
‘not often fatal, except in the case of the 
pernicious San Jose scale. This pest is 
now known to exist in numerous or- 
chards in some 18 of the states along 
the Atlantic border and through Mary- 
land, West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, I- 
linois to Missouri. It is an almost mi- 
croscopic and very destructive insect. 
Every fruit grower should now éxam- 
ine his trees for it. Especially all trees 
planted within eight years should re- 
ceive a most careful inspection, says 
American Agriculturist, authority for 
the following: 

This insect is the most formidable 
which has ever threatened the fruit in- 
. terests of the country, and if unchecked 
will destroy in a few years many or- 
chards and gardens. It will kill neg- 
lected apple and pear trees in two years 
and currant bushes in a single season. 
It spreads very slowly but surely 
through an orchard, having a especial 


and Anjou among pears, the Yellow 


Lombard -plum and the common june- 
berry. These trees and plants should be 
examined for it, Where but few of the 
insects are t on a tree they are 
most easily found on the fruit, on which 
they produce circular purplish blotches, 
very characteristic. Where a tree or 
bush is thoroughly infested the whole 
plant presents an ashy, dusty or scurfy 
appearance and has a gummy feel, The 
insects when crusted yield a yellowish 
fluid. The insect can only be combated 
successfully after the leaves have fallen, 
yet, every fruit grower should have a 
constant watch upon his trees, and ev- 
ery one found infested should be mark- 
ed for treatment. 

Badly infected trees should be dug 
up and burned at once. This is the on- 
ly sure treatment for them. The winter 
treatment of trees should consist of 
spraying them as soon as the leaves 
fall with a hot solution made by dis- 
solving two pounds of whale oil soap in 
‘one gallon of water. The spraying should 
be repeated before the leaves open in 
the spring, This treatment may be con-

Ferns must have shade. It may be the 
eastern or northern side of a dwelling, 
on a wall or any other situation where 
the afternoon sun does not reach them, 
aud it will do. Joseph Meehan, in a pa- 

read before the Pennsylvania Horti- 
cultural society, said: . 

Under trees is not suitable, as a rule. 
The roots of the trees exhaust the soil 
of moisture, and the branches shed big 
streams on the fronds, both to the in- 
jury of the plants. My own collection 
of native sorts is planted on the east- 
ern side of a neighbor’s house, which 
forms a division line, The sun shines 
on them until noon, but not later, and 
they flourish. Among the 25 sorts col- 
lectible about our city, some half dozen 
of them are evergreen, and these should 
certainly be planted. The time to col- 
lect ferns is toward late summer. All 
the kinds can be seen then, and their 
fronds being fully matured the height 
to which they attain is shown, and the 
proper place for them in the garden can 
be determined. Take a good ball of 
earth with them if possible, though, as 
it is easy to get all their roots, they are 
not difficult to transplant without this.

June 2.—Alderman 
Edward H. Moulton was elected Mayor 
today for the next seven months, to fill 
- term made vacant by Mayor Brick-

A comparitively light vote was cast, 
and Mouilton’s plurality was 391. run- 
ring ahead, with the exception of the 
Third Ward, of Councilman R. L. 


Wood, the opposing candidate, The 
campaign had been a peculiar 
one, Mayor-elect. Moulton has 
been a member of the board 


of aldermen for three years; is a 
democrat, but ran only as an indepen- 
dent on nomination yore. The prin- 
cipal opponent was well LW a 
local auctioneer, who was elected to the 
common council last December.
